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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because line 1 , "The present 
invention is a" should read -A--. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 

the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 

claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 

are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 

following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 2-3 been renumbered 6-7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

a. Claims 1 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Applicant has not clearly set 
forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. The claims are 
narrative and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example, 
claim 6, line 1 , "a movable part fixed at the perforated frame in semi-circle" is 
indefinite and lacks antecedent basis. It is unclear whether the applicant is 
restating the "rotary part" recited in claim 1 or if applicant is referring to a second 
movable part. Clarification is requested. 
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b. Regarding the language in claim 7, the limitation has not been given 
patentable weight because the recitation is purely functional in nature and does 
not recite any structure. 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



c. Claims 1 and 6-7, as best understood by the examiner, are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Riser. Riser discloses a frame (2,3) 
having a cushion (28a-c); vertical bar (5); rotary part (10); pulley (11) and belt (8). 
Regarding the language "on which the user can be installed comfortably when he 
makes different exercises on the ground", "allowing to a steel wire to pass 
without friction inside of said pulley anchored into said rotary part turning freely in 
all directions, which allows to said steel wire to be pulled down in several 
directions", "allow to change the adjustment of said vertical bar at the desired 
position in blocking said vertical with a metal pin, wherein said metal pin is 
inserted into a small hole of said part provided with small holes", "allows to join 
the wrist or the ankle from the user to said steel wire" has not been given 
patentable weight because the limitations are purely functional in nature and do 
not recite any structure. As to claim 6, the recitations have not been given 
patentable weight because the limitations "metal pin", "movable part", "and steel

States. 
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wire" have not been positively recited in independent claim 1. As to claim 7, see 
the above rejections in paragraph 2.
